The  Provincial  Secretary  shall  prepare  and 
furnish  to  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  ballot- 
papers  containing  the  said  question  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  vote. 

(c.)  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  School  Trus¬ 
tees  shall  act  as  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  vote  at  the  meeting  so  held,  and  shall 
give  to  each  person  taxed  in  the  rural  school  dis¬ 
trict  pursuant  to  the  “  Public  Schools  Act  ”  who  is 
present  at  the  meeting  and  desires  to  vote  on  the 
said  question  a  ballot-paper  containing  the  said 
question  as  prepared  and  furnished  by  (he  Pro¬ 
vincial  Secretary. 

(d.)  Upon  receipt  of  the  ballot-papers  the  voters 
shall  respectively  mark,  fold,  and  return  the  same 
to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
count  the  votes  cast,  and  upon  completion  of  the 
count  shall  publicly  announce  the  result  of  the  vote. 

(e.)  The  Secretary  shall  prepare  a  statement 
certifying  with  respect  to  the  vote  so  taken  the 
number  of  votes  given  in  the  affirmative  and  in  the 
negative  respectively,  the  number  of  ballot-papers 
rejected  as  spoiled,  and  the  number  of  unused 
ballot-papers;  and  shall  within  five  days  after  the 
taking  of  the  vote  transmit  the  statement  together 


with  all  the  marked  ballots  and  ballot-papers  re¬ 
ferred  to  therein,  to  the  Provincial  Secretary.

For  each  additional  print  of  16-mm.  sound 
film  within  the  scope  of  clause  ( /t )  of  this 
regulation  which  has  already  been  in¬ 
spected  by  the  Censor,  the  sum  of  $1  for 
each  400  feet  or  fraction  thereof  of  film 
on  the  reel.

Where  16-mm.  sound  film  is  used  for  ad¬ 
vertising  purposes,  the  sum  of  $1.50  for 
each  400  feet  or  fraction  thereof  of  film 
on  the  reel. 

“(*»•)  Where  16-mm.  silent  film  is  used  for  ad¬ 
vertising  purposes,  the  sum  of  75  cents 
for  each  400  feet  or  fraction  thereof  of 
film  on  the  reel.” 

2.  Regulation  numbered  7  of  the  said  regulations 
is  amended  by  adding  to  clause  (1)  the  following

“(c.)  Film-exchange  licences  limited  to

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session 
or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the 
House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading 
one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

10-.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon 
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giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order  100, 
also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the 
interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  j>asses  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).  Any  provisions  contained  in  any  such 
Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the  model  Bill 
shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or  underlined, 
and  shall  be  so  printed. 


(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  eras,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  Tfy  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
